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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant arguses in substance that Nitahara does not disclose extracting data requiring modification 
and converting the data into a format suited for the destination. In response, Nitahara teaches a system and method for receiving a 
plurality of pages from a plurality of servers at the information mart server from a plurality of content servers as shown in fig. 7. The 
inforamtion mart server then determines the portions of content that are relevent to the client request and extracts these portions from 
each of the received pages. The portions are then reformatted and presented in a single page as shown in fig. 10 and 14 where each of 
the graphs shown is extracted from a different content server by the information mart server and then the extracted content is then 
transmitted to the destination computer. Claim language does not explicitly state that converting the extracted data to a format 
"compatible with the destination" and therefore Nitahara's teaching combining the extracted content into a single page meets the scope of 
the caimed language..
